* Authorities attending the South- 
ern Association of Teachers of 
Speech agreed unanimously on

of the voice experts were not so 


| certain as to whether the south- 
* ern accent is the best in the coun- 


“It would be a shame for any- 


' one except a person with a south- 
' ern accent to play the part of 


Scarlett O’Hara in ‘Gone With the 
Wind’,” said Dr. G. W. Gray, of 
Louisiana State University, a spe- 
cialist in phonetics. “No one 
would expect an English butler to 
speak like a Chicagoan. And we 
would rebel against any accent 
except a southern accent being 
used by characters in a picture of 
southern life.” 

“Naturally, there are distin- 
guishing qualities making a south- 
ern accent,” asserted Dr. Elwood 
Murray, of the University of Den- 
ver, immediate past president of 
the West Association of Speech 
Teachers. “A true southerner’s 
speech is slower, more liquid and 
more musical than the speech of 
persons in other parts of the coun- 
try. It is smoother, too. 

Southern Speech Best. 

“As a rule, southern®speech is 
the best in the nation today—and, 
of course, I am. referring to the 
speech of cultured,. educated 
southerners and not the lazy dia- 
lects used by slovenly persons.” 

“Surely, there’s a southern ac- 
cent,” exclaimed Dr. C, M. Wise, 
also of Louisiana State Univer- 
sity. “I won't say it is the best, 
however. All accents are good— 
and beautiful—when good speak- 
ers of a section use them. Only 
the lazy, uneducated talk of any 
sections grates on our ears.” 

All the men were agreed that 
the southern accent’to which they 
referred is not the same as that 
spoken }y characters of many 
southern books, especially using 
exaggerated language. They em- 
phasized that the qualities which 
make southern speech beautiful 
are good only when used by some- 
one who speaks correctly while 
using the accent. 

“As a matter of. fact,” Dr. Mur- 
ray said. “There is not a great 
deal of difference in the words a 
cultured southerner speaks and the 
speech of the same type of persons 
in other sections. It is how he 


says them, the softness and the/“4 


textufre of his voice that makes the 
difference.”

Voter masses, explained Dr. 
Elwood Murray, of the University 
of Denver, writer and past presi- 
dent of the Western Association of 
Teachers of Speech, simply aren’t 
to be reached that way these days. 
The spread of education is ac- 
countable. 

“The speaker who ‘talks down’ 
to his audience is probably under- 
estimating his hearers and runs 
the risk of offending them by in- 
sulting their intelligence,” said he. 

Here for a ‘convention of the 
Southern Teachers of Speech, Dr. 
Murray said President Roosevelt 
was an example of the actomplish- 
ed speaker. 

“He is a human relations en- 
gineer,” Dr. Murray went on, “one 
of the best social integrators of 
our times.” 

The President, he said, com- 
bines good delivery with presenta- 
tion of facts. Occasionally, how- 
ever, Dr. Murray added, the Pres- 
ident drops into the “fight tech- 
nique.” | - 

This, said the speech authority, 
tends to make hearers angrier and 
angrier, whereas if Mr. Roosevelt 
“would apply his political acumen 
in all areas” he cétld draw listen- 
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ers to a more friendly considera- 
tion. 
Wilson as Orator. 

Dr. Murray said the late Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson was the 
same. 

As a probable result, he added,

COMPANIES ASK RELIEF 
IN MEXICAN COURTS 

MEXICO CITY, March 31.— 
(UP)—Seventeen American. and 
other foreign oil companies whose 
$400,000,000 properties were ex- 
propriated by President Lazaro 
Cardenas, tonight announced they 
would take legal steps to set aside 
the seizure decree. 

The companies announced a 
two-fold maneuver to recover 
their holdings only a few hours 
after a special session of con- 
gress had been called for April 
11 to consider economic emer- 
gency po gH forcéd by confis- 
cation of the oil industry and sus- 
pension of the United States sil- 
ver purchasing agreement. 

The legal action planned pro- 
vides for the filing of injunction 
proceedings seeking to declare un- 
constitutional the expropriation 
law under which the petroleum 
properties were seized. Another 
injunction would also be asked 
to force revocation of the execu- 
tive decree of March 18 which 
expropriated the oil holdings. 

Fight to High Court. 

Executives of the companies said 
they were ready to fight the ex- 
propriation to the supreme court 
if necessary. The seizure followed 
the companies’ refusal early this 
month to abide by a supreme court 
order to make effective a $7,300,- 
000 wage increase to the industry’s 
18,000 workers,

CALIFORNIA STORES 
TO CLOSE IN PROTEST 


PITTSBURG, Cal., March 31.

Shrewdly Timed. 


Shrewdly timed, his words were 
in the nation’s headlines just 
when the house began its discus- 
sion. Proponents of the reorgani- 
zation bill quickly seized upon his 
statement. and threw it in the face 
of those who have contended the 
measure would give the President 
powers rivaled Only by those of 
Hitler, Mussolini and Stalin. 

Not only did the President pro- 
nounce himself unfitted for dic- 
tatorship and averse to it, but he 
carried the battle to the foes of 
the bill. He said they had spread 
“silly nightmares” and “planted 
bogies under every bed.” 

When he recommended reor- 
ganization “over a year ago,” he 
said, “all parties and _ factions 
agreed” that such a bill was need- 
ed. Since then, he added, “a parti- 
san and political opposition 
created a political issue—created 
it deliberately out of whole 
cloth.” 


Much Speculation. 


Much speculation was aroused 
by the manner in which Mr. 
‘Roosevelt made publi¢ his remarks, 
which were contained in a letter 
to an unnamed friend. Corres- 
pondents who accompanied the 
President to Warm Springs were 
aroused and handed copies of the 
letter well after midnight. 

Many persons suggested there 
had been a sudden decision to get 
the President’s. views to the coun- 
try, and to the house, just before 
debate began. 

At the very outset, the letter 
struck into its central theme. 

“As you well know,” the Pres- 
ident wrote, “I am as much op- 
posed to an American dictatorship 
as you are, for three simple rea- 


sons: 

“(A) I have no inclination to be 
a dictator.” 

“(B) I have none of the quali- 
fications which would make me a 
successful dictator.” 

“(C) I have too much historical 
background and too much knowl- 
Pedge of existing dictatorships to 
make me desire any form of dic- 
tatorship for a democracy like

“I belieye that a majority are 
for a floor for wages and a ceil- 
ing for hours. However, I be- 
lieve that our people expect a dis- 
crimination because of the idea) 
living conditidhs in the south. We 
know that it does not cost as much 
to live in the south as it does 
elsewhere. We need to buy little 
fuel here. We need few winter 
clothes. We have garden crops al- 
most all of the year. There are 
many advantages which tend to 
lower the cost of living.” 

The newspapermen asked Gov- 
ernor Rivers if he placed Senator 
George in the group he called the 
“majority of the people of the 
state.” 

Governor Rivers replied: 

“Senator George is responsible 
to the people, just as I am re- 
sponsible to the people. At the 
proper time he will give an ac- 
counting’ to the people.”

It provides that hotels, restau- 
rants, drugstores and other places 
of business may sell whisky, after 
application is granted, only when 
the liquor store is completely 
walled off from the other part of 
the property and has its single en- 
trance from the sidewalk or street. 
‘ A closing hour of 10 o’clock at 
night is contained in the paper, 
but a number of councilmen said 
they held different views on this 
subject. Some want to allow the 
stores to remain open until 11 
o’clock, the state closing rule, 
while others asserted the stores 
should close before 9 o’clock. 

It provides that no store shall 
be closer than 200 yards from a 
school, either private or public, 
and churches.

@n.armed campaign against the African empire of Ethiopia in 1935, 
many observers expected this spark to set off a general European ‘war. 
‘Popular agitation was strong for legislation that would keep the 
United States out of the war at all costs. 

The President signed a neutrality resolution on August 31, 1935, 
although he was not satisfied with the discretion it granted to the 
executive. He recommended further consideration of neutrality needs 


. said his statement, “that... 
the inflexible provisions might 
drag us into war instead of 
keeping us out.” 


Following is President Roose- — 


velt’s own story of the’ neutral- 
ity legislation assembled from 
his notes to his “Public Papers,” 
and never before published:) 

The senate joint resolution ap- 
proved on August 31, 1935, was 
the most comprehensive neutrality 
law. which had ever been passed 
by the congress of the United 
States 


It provided that, upon procla- 
mation by the President that a 
state of war existed between two 
or more foreign countries, it 
should thereafter be unlawful to 
export arms, munitions and im- 
plements of war to the belliger- 
ents. It also provided that if the 
President so proclaimed, American 
cititzens should trayel at their 
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own risk on the vessels of belli- 
gerent nations. 


The resolution also -set up a 
thoroughgoing system of national 
supervision and control of the 
manufacture and traffic in arms 
and munitions. The latter pro- 
vision was an enactment which 
the administration had been seek- 
ing for some time for the United 
States, and one which it had urg- 
ed the disarmament conference at 
Geneva in 1934 to adopt for the 
nations of the world. 

The arms control section of the 
resolution established a national 
munitions control board consist- 
ing of the secretaries of state, 
treasury, war, navy and‘ com- 
merce, with supervisory powers 
over the traffic in arms. 


Armanent Control. 

The resolution (as amended 
May 1, 1937) requires all manu- 
facturers, exporters and import- 
ers of arms, munitions and imple- 
ments of war to register with the 
secretary of state, and to keep 
open for inspection certain rec- 
ords pertaining to their business. 
Licenses are required for the ex- 
port and import of arms to and 
froms all countries, and are made 
public. 

This government has for sev- 
eral years observed a definite pol- 
icy of refusing to promote and en- 
courage the export trade in arms, 


‘and of forbidding its representa- 


tives abroad from taking any ac- 
tion which might be construed as 
an effort to increase the sale in 
foreign countries of implements of 
war manufactured here. This pol- 
icy has been in marked contrast 
to that followed by several other 


powers. 
Ethiopian Oil. 

Editor’s Note: Immediately 
after the neutrality resolution 
was signed, American fears of 
involvement in the Ethiopian; 
war seemed realized when an 
American oil concession in that 
country came to light. Asked 
about it by the press, the Pres- 
ident said: “Since the 4th of 
March, 1933, dollar diplomacy 
is no longer recognized by the 
United States government.”) 
The Standard-Vacuum Oil 

Company through a subsidiary 
had obtained an extensive. oil 
concession in Ethiopia. 

The State Department inform- 
ed the chairman of the board 
and the vice president of the com- 
pany, who visited the Department 
of State to seek advice on the sit- 
uation created by the grant, that 
the granting of this concession had 
been the cause of great embar- 
rassment not only to the United 
States, but also to other nations 
which were making efforts to pre- 
serve peace.

Contraband List. 


On-.September 24, 1935, the na- 
tional. Munitions Control Board 
held its first meeting and recom- 
mended a list of the articles to be 
considered ‘as arms, ammunition 
and implements of war, for the 
purpose of the neutrality legisla~ 
tion. : 
(Editor’s Note: On October 5, 
this list of lethal articles was 
put to work. The President pro- 
claimed “that a state of war un- 
happily exists between Ethiopia 
and the Kingdom of Italy,” that 
export of arms to thern was’pro- 
hibited, -and that Americans 
traveled on belligerent vessels P 
only at their own risk.) 


War Profits. 

As I said in my statement ap- 
proving the neutrality resolution, 
the resolution did not deal ade- 
quately with all phases of the neu- 
trality problem, I, therefore, did 
not limit our neutrality efforts to 
the actions prescribed by the res- 
olution. 

On the same day on which I is- 
sued these proclamations, I also 
issued a statement to the country, 
declaring, “In these specific cir- 
cumstances, I desire it to be un- 
derstood that any of our people 
who voluntarily engage in trans- 
actions of any character with ei- 
ther of the belligerents do se at 
their own risk.’ , 

Although the secretary of state 
on October 10, 1935, emphasized 
and amplified this statement, it 
soon became apparent that these 
declarations of the administra- 
tion’s policy were not sufficient 
to discourage some private persons 
and firms from taking advantage 
of the tempting trade opportuni- 
ties in war materials. 

I issued a further statement on 
October 30, 1935. 

(Editor’s Note: It warned 
profiteers that the “government 
is determined not to become in- 
volved in the controversy” and 
was accordingly “keeping in- 
formed as to all shipments con- 
signed for export to both bel- 
ligerents.”’)

Unique Style. 

Sibelius is a‘ composer with a 
style uniquely his own, and 
breathing the .atmosphere of his 
native Finland. This second sym- 
phony of the seven that he has 
written (and it is reported that he 
is working on an eighth) might 
be called the “pastoral” sym- 
phony, so vividly does it picture 
through marvelous -harmonic 
combinations the rugged beauty 
of his native’ country, and at the 
same time it portrays the strong 
national patriotism of its people.

Japanese acknowledged, how- 
ever, they were being forced to 
hack their way through solidly 
barricaded streets to take the city, 
on the line of their advance south 
to Suchow, where the Tientsin- 
Pukow - and east-west Lunghai 
trunk lines intersect.

REVISION PROTESTS 


Monsignor Ready Sees No 
Reason for Concern Over 
Reorganization. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—() 
The Right Rev. Monsignor Mi- 
chael. J. Ready, general secretary 
of the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, issued the following 
statement tonight in connection 
with the government reorganiza- 
tion bill: 

“The chairman of thé adminis- 
trative board, National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, Archbishop 
Edward Mooney, has authorized 
me as general secretary to say 
that the administrative board, N. 
C. W. C.. has always on principle 
opposed the conferring of admin- 
istrative control on federal educa- 
tional agencies. 

“If, therefore, the present reor- 
ganization of the executive de- 
partments bill does not extend the 
powers arid functions of these 
agencies beyond fact-finding and 
dissemination -of information, as 
at present exercised, there is. no 
reason to suppose that the Cath- 
olic interests as such are concern- 
ed in the legislation. 

“In evaluating any protests 
from Catholic sources, it would be 
well to investigate whether these 
protests have been provoked by 
~oeape agaeee in regard to the 
The statement bore the notation 
that it was issued “in view of tele- 
grams and other ingufries sent va- 
rious Catholic bishops on the sub- 
ject, by congressmen and others.”

That, too, at a time when re- 
cént happenings in Europe and 
Asia have tended to make the 
American public increasingly sen- 
sitive to such an, accusation; and 
when the busin slump and a 
continuing tail-spin on the stock 
market incite vague fears for the 
future: . 

To meet that, the President has 
recited anew his anti-dictatorship 
attitude. The same explanation of 
his personal philosophy of govern- 
ment is to be found, express or 
implied, in almost every Roose- 
velt public utterance since he en- 
tered the White House. ‘His cur- 
rent letters to an undisclosed cor- 
respondent puts it more bluntly, 
that is all. 

Accepts Challenge. 

The President appears to accept 
the challenge of the attack upon 
him, within and without his own 
party. His release of the com- 
munication was timed to hit the 
news pages just as the house was 
considering reorganization. His 
action was interpreted as throw- 
ing into that fight every resource 
at his command. 

The effect on the house is un- 
predictable. Administration lead- 
ers profess no serious uneasiness. 
The President’s move exerts new 
and powerful pressure on his sup- 
porters in the house. Yet to many 
political onlookers the fight over 
the reorganization bill demon- 
strates sharply that the business 
recession and the Democratic par- 
ty split in the senate last year over 
the court bill have combined to 
put the administration on the de- 
fensive. 

It ig a defensive, not an offen- 
sive, fight that is being waged by 
the President in his new and dra- 
matic move to drive the reorgani- 
zation bill through. There are al- 
ready specific charges on the sen- 
ate floor that administration aides 
engaged ‘in cloakroom log rolling, 
swapping government projects for 
votes, to produce the narrow vic- 
tory for the reorganization bill in 
that chamber. |

PARIS, France—(By Mail)—We rode ‘out of Paris and 

down the road which led between fields where men were 

lowing and through villages and narrow streets and came at 
ast to the old stone bridge across the Marne. 

_Thére are three bronze plaques in the side of. the bridge, 
which say that three times has the bridge been destroyed in 
defense of France. Each time the old stones have been put 
-back. And there it is. There are no signs of the scars. Women 
still wash clothes on the rocks near the bridge. A few fisher- 
men, a few houseboats—the stream flows on. There is no 
more peaceful spot on earth. 

Yet it was along this road and over this river there came 
the strongest army in all the history of armies, the taxicab 
army. General Gallieni had 40,000 men to defend Paris. He 
— them to the front in taxicabs, moving 40,000 men in one 
night. 

We went on. There are few signs of the war. The 
grass is good. The road was as serene as the sky and 
the poplars lining the road and blowing in a wind that 
war as warm as summer. ‘ 

It was noon when we came to the village of 
Chateau-Thierry. The square was warm and quiet with 
only a car now and then and maybe a farm wagon or 
so. We had lunch in a cafe which was open to the 
warm day. It was a small cafe with mostly workmen 
there eating soup and meat and cheese and drinking red 
wine and laughing. 

There is a new bridge there across the Marne. There are 
some old buildings that were not built back. There are some 
new ones. But it was such a sleepy, peaceful ‘scene that one 
could not imagine that here the tide was turned, that in the 
wheat fields outside the town the Second division had stopped 
~ Prussian Guards in what was one of the great victories of

WASHINGTON, March 31.—(4) 
Senator La Follette’s perennial ef- 
‘fort to apply’ the income tax to 
wel: segments of the population 
now exempt failed again today 
when the senate finance commit- 
tee. voted against it, 9 to 8. 

The Wisconsin Progressive had 
‘proposed to bring 1,400,000 per- 
sons within the taxable brackets 
by reducing the present exemp- 
tion from $2,500 to $2,000 for mar- 
ried persons, and from $1,000 to 
$800 for single individuals, He 
also wanted to increase surtax 
rates on incomes between $3,000 
and $40,000 but failed by the 
same one-vote margin. 

The finance committee wound 
up its work today on a house- 
approved revenue bill» and ar- 
ranged to send the measure to the 
senate fluor early next week. 

Chairman Harrison, Democrat, 
Mississippi, said the measure, as 
altered. by his committee, would 
raise $23,000,000 more revenue 
than the $5,330,000,000 estimated 
for the House measure.

Would Tell Child Early. 

Mrs. Colcord especially -stress- 
ed importance of telling a child 
of its adoption as early as possible. 

“If not, he will always find it 
out, and often from a person who 
has no special love for’: him nor 
any interest in him. This fact 
alone causes unhappiness, distrust 
of the adopted parents and is oft- 
en the basis for family. conflict 
she said. 

Widely experienced in welfare 
work, Mrs. Colcord for the past 
nine years has been in Westches- 
ter county, New York, where she 
was supervisor of children in 
foster homes through the depart- 
ment of welfare.

She says more persons are 
adopting ‘children today than in 
the past and credits it largely to 
the “wide publicity and informa- 
tion on the thorough investigation 
required before a child may be 
adopted.” 

Averts Frequent Tragedies. 

This avoids the old custom of 
merely selecting a “bright-eyed, 
rosy-cheeked baby without any in- 
formation on.its background,” and

To be watched equally as close 
is the placement of children in 
foster homes, Mrs, Colcord says, 
for families as well as children 
have to be matched. 

“There ‘afte many reasons for 
adopting babies,” she said. “Sen- 
timent plays: a- great part, as well 
as the need for a companion for 
older children. In many cases sen- 
timent over-balances the respon- 
sibility, involved. Many couples 
fail to realizé ‘that when they 
adopt a child he will some day 
grow into an: independent human 
being and not remain a dependent 
child. Parents should feel toward 
an adopted child in the same man- 
ner as though it were their own.” 

Mrs. Célcord is a native of At- 
lanta. She is the sister of the late 
Joe Logan,-pioneer Atlantan and 
leading figure in 'welfare work 
here, who. set the pace in the 
south for work with adoption and 
placement of children.
